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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6, 8-52 and 85-87 are pending in the application. Applicants 
have amended claims 1. 10 and 18. Claim 7 has been cancelled. Claims 53-84 
and 88 have been withdrawn based on election/restriction response filed on 
9/28/2004. Favorable reconsideration and allowance of this application Is 
respectfully requested In light of the amendments and the foregoing remarks. 



1. Election/Restriction 

Claims 53-84 and 88 have been withdrawn based on election/restriction 
response filed on 9/28/2004. 

2. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 

The Examiner has objected to claims 10-12 and 18 are rejected under 35 
use 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Claims 10 and 18 have been amended to remove the vague and 
Indefinite recitations of "preferably between 20 and 30 degrees" and "preferably 
between 2.5 and 4 cm" within each claim respectively. It is believed that this 
rejection, as it might be applied to he amended claims has been overcome and 
withdrawal of the objection is respectfully requested. .
